Thursday a f te r s 
noon, before Judge D. P. McPherson, 
extended the pluralities of S. F. Glat­ 
felter, defeated Democratic candidate 
for congress, and William B. Wilson, 
Democratic candidate for the United 
States Senate, by more than IOO votes, 
but only slightly affected the unofficial 
totals of the other candidates. 
In the unofficial count, G latfelter, 
who was defeated by Congressman 
Franklin Menges, Republican, by rea­ 
son of the large vote polled for the 
incumbent in York county, was vic­ 
torious in this county by 224 votes, 
but the official count extended this lead 
to 334, the total vote being, G latfelter, 
4132; Menges, 3798.

Arthur H. James, Republican, lieu­ 
tenant governor-elect, and Jam es F. 
Woodward. Republican, elected secre­ 
tary of internal affairs, did not run 
along with Governor-elect Fisher in 
the voting in this county although 
both received pluralities here.

The World War cost about one hun­ 
dred thousand million dollars and took 
the lives of over ten million of the 
choicest young men of the world. 


are almost all erected to generals and 
soldiers. Why not show that heroism 
in peace is nobler durn heroism in 
war? 
That io save men is a lugger 
virtue than to kill them? 
The World Court, the League of Na­ 
tions, the Church Peace Council and 
other organizations are trying to find 
ways by which nations need not go to 
war to settle disputes. They suggest 
that we mobilize for peace instead of 
war, that we have a Secretary of Peace 
to take the place of the Secretary of I 
War. 
The American Legion is backing the 
idea, that “in the event of a declara­ 
tion of war the property equally with 
the persons* lives and liberties of all 
citizens shall be subject to conscrip­ 
tion for the defense of the nation.” 
If no profits could be made out of war, 
if prices would stay down, then the 
big interests would discourage rather 
than encourage war. If the soldier is 
to sacrifice his life for mere pittance, 
it seems hardly fair that those who 
stay at home should reap big profits. 
This idea of confiscation of all prop­ 
erty more than any other plan will put 
an end to wa*.
